THREE 
ARMIES 
REPULSED 


Strongest Part of German line 


Driven Back. 


Paris, Sept. 12.—The war ministry 
anticum es that the German center, as 
well as their right wing, is retreating, 
the latter being a rout. The official a n ­ 
nouncement says: 
“After five days of fighting the b at­ 
tle of the Marne has turned in favor 
of the French, and tile German right 
aud center are now retreating. 
Th® 
British have taken eleven cannon and 
many prisoners.” 
The official press bureau in London 
gave out the following announcem ent: 
“The general retirem ent of tho e n ­ 
emy continues. 
“Tire British forces on T hursday 
c aptured 1?>00 prisoners, including the 
wounded, and several guns, including 
Maxims, and large quantities of trans 
port. 
“The enemy is retreating rapidly 
east of Soissons in some disorder. 
“ In a later telegram it is declared 
that from further information tire cap­ 
tures of Thursday are higher than at 
first reported. Considerable bodies of 
infantry are boing found hiding in the 
woods, having been left behind owing 
to tire rapid retirem ent of their forces. 
Those surrender at sight. 
“The pursuit of the enem y is being 
\ igorouslj pressed.” 


French Review of the Fighting. 


A review of the recent fighting east 
of Paris from the slandim lnt of the 
French war office is m ade in an ofll 
rial 
communication. 
The 
offensive 
m ovem ents of tile allies are described 
as successful. The statem ent follows 
"Aa we have already announced, 
battle has 
been taking place siuce 
Sept. 6 over a front extending in a 
general way from Paris to Verdun. 
“ From tile very outset of this action 
tire German right wing, tire army com ­ 
manded by General Von Kluck, which 
op Sept. ii had reached; tho district to 
the north of Provlns, was obliged to 
fall back because of the Uauger of be 
lug enveloped. 
“ By its clever and rapid m ovem ents 
tliis army wa* succeeding in escaping 
iron) the allies’ grip and was throwing 
itself witlr the greater part of its force 
against our enveloping wing to tiro 
north of the M arne and the west of 
the On req river. But tire French troops 
which were operating in this region, 
powerfully aided bv the bravery of our 
British allies, inflicted 
considerable 
losses on the enemy and gained the 
time necessary to allow our offensive 
to preen forward and at present on 
that side tire en em y is in retreat to­ 
ward Alane and the Oise. 
“ He lias thus fallen back more than 
sixty or seventy-five kilom eters GIT to 
IU miles) in four days. In tire m ean­ 
time the Anglo-French forces which 
have berm operating to the south of 
the Marne have ceased to pursue their 
offensive. . 
"S tarling some of them from tire 
district south of the forest of Clrey 
and others from tire region north of 
Brovins ami south of Es Ie rn ay, Urey 
opened out from the Marne on Abe 
left, tills army of G eneral Von Kluck 
Hi* well as the arm y of General Von 
Barlow falling b ark before our troops. 
It is in the region included between 
the plateau to tho north of Sezanne 
and 
VI try* Ic- fr a ti cols that the most 
desperate lighting occurred. 
Attack on Center Fail*. 


“In this region there have been op 
crating besides the lc*ft wing of the 
army 
General Von Buelow the army 
of Saxony anti a part of the army com­ 
manded by tfie Prince of VVurteaibiirg. 
'rho G erm ans have tried to break our 
center by repeated and violent attacks. 
Our success on the plateau to the 
north of Sezanne enabled us in our 
turn to take the offensive, and in the 
course of T hursday night tire enemy 
sipped*!! girting on the front between 
the Marsh of St. (fond and Sour mesons 
district and fell lusek in the region 
west of Vitry Ie Francois. 
“On the O ntain river, as between 
tin1 
Argonne 
forest and the R ite: 
Meuse, where the arm ies of the Prince 
of W urtem burg and the crow'n prince 
of Germany were otrerating, fighting 
was still going on, with alternate ad 
values and retreats, hut without ®ny 
girat change in the situation. 
“Thus the first phase of tile battif 
of the Marne is turning out in favoi 
of the allied armies, since the German 
rigid wing and center are in retreat a! 
present.

E vldentlj''the loft wine of the allied 
arm ies facing the northeast iran borne 
the brunt of the preliminary engage 
inents, In which the British took such 
a prom inent part that they are given 
the highest compliments by French 
m ilitary mer*. 
T he combat, according to official an­ 
nouncement, seems to be dr ^eloping 
into an abandonm ent of at least the 
advance positions hold tty the Ger 
mans, who, it is announced, arr* retir 
ing along a greater part of the line. 
The most furious onslaughts, sumo 
tim es from the Freneh anti sometimes 
from the Gcnfign side, ha vt* occurred 
about the center ‘of Hit extensive lins 
In Hie Weirdo of Vitry lo Francois. 
Til rec great German armies, corn- 
manjled reflectively by General Von 
Kink, the 
Crown Priors- Frederick 
William and Puke Albrecht of Wur 
tcm burg. formed a junction and have 
repeatedly hurled their heavy masses

troops 
forward to assault the 
French positions 
with the greatest 
vigor, but they have been unable to 
achieve their object of breaking the 
allies* center and thus dividing the 
Anglo-French armies. 


CROWN PRINCE TAKES FORTS 


G erm ans Also Claim Capture of Guns 
and Prisoners on the Marne. 
W ashington, Sept. 12.—T he German 
em bassy received the following wire­ 
less from Berlin: 
“Official headquarters reports that 
the German crown print c ’s arm y took 
fortifications 
southw est of Verdun. 
The German Paris arm y is attacking 
the fortress south of Verdun. 
The

forts 
since W ednesday have 
been cannonaded by heavy artillery. 
"Hindquarter® on T hursday in its 
first official report says that in a baf­ 
fle east of Paris the G erm ans held 
their own In a heavy two days’ fight 
against superior forces attacking be­ 
tween Mchux, Mon tm trail and from 
the direction of Paris. We captured 
fifty guns and several thousand pris 
oners, but retired on the flank when 
the advance of strong hostile columns 
was reported.

Two farms wore do 
tftroyed; the crops were destroyed or 
carried aw ay; rix houses were burn 
cd, and all the men were compelled to 
hand over their arms. 
"It was found that none had been 
discharged recently, and finally the 
men were separated Into three detach­ 
ment®. Two of the detachm ents dlsap 
pcarod. A third, consisting of eleven 
men, wa® driven af the point of the 
bayonet Into a ditch, and wtren they 
were tilled In the German soldier** set 
upon them and treat their brains out 
with the butt ends of their rifles. T"-e 
eleven battered bori lea were found try 
Belgian troops Inter. 
“On Aug. 12, after the battle of U se 
lee, Colonel Vgn Damme, com m ander 
of a Belgian j regiment, was 
Bing 
wounded on the battlefield. He wa.' 
unable to move. Several German sol 
diers found him and, placing their ie 
vol vers against his mouth, blew bl 
head off. 
“At B o u rd leg the German troops 
went into battle carrying the Belgian 
flag." 
Count de Llchtcrvcldf saki he had 
read the statem ent attributed to the 
German em peror, in whirl! it was said 
that harsh treatm ent of Belgians wa 
made necessary In nome cases because 
Belgian civilians tired on Gentian so! 
diers. 
"I do not see how It Is possible for 
a man to lie so," Count de Liehter 
veld® said.

My issuing an encyclical addressed 
to tjie heads of the nations several 
day s before It was expected, the newly 
elected pontiff hopes to avert another 
big battle. The encyclifat Is published 
in the O sservatore Romano, official o r­ 
gan of the Vatican, ax follows: 
"Looking-*nit up»m the flock en tru st­ 
ed to our care, tire Immense spectacle 
of a general war has struck us with 
unutterable horror and sadness. When 
we se*- a crmsidaralde portion of Eu­ 
rope deva fated by fire and sword and 
drenched with the blood of Christiana, 
it is Incumbent upon us to em brace all 
without distinction, lambs and sheejs 
iii tho arm s of paternal charity.” 
The pop** Implores intercession for 
peace to the Blessed Virgin, and con­ 
tinues: 
“ We exhort most 
earnestly tho-o 
who govern the destiny of nations that 
they «h on Id 
bring theniHclves to a 
frame of mind w hereby they may put 
a -Blo all dim ensions contrary to the 
welfare of hum anity. 
“Let ll em realize that there is al­ 
ready ten much suffering and sorrow 
attached to this m ortal life ond that it 
should not be rendered more wretched 
or more sorrow ful; let them realize 
how much ruin and disaster has been 
wrought and how much human blood 
already has been shed." 
The pope then m akes this appeal to 
the heads of the nations: 
“ H a ten, therefore, to enter Into a 
council of peace. Grasp the right hand 
ol friendship and receive a special re- 
e n rd from God for your services and 
your nations, and earn the greatest 
praise from the brotherhood of man." 
Pope Benedict XV. had written the 
encyclical 
with deep feeling In his 
coart, and In Its conclusion he ex- 
presses the ardent hope that his re 
cline aa head of the church may see 
tho m d of the war.
